FATIU6TS  IN  VENEZUELA 

We  should  more  frequently  notice 
'contradictory  and  partial  statements, 
propagated  through  the  newspapers  from 
the  mouths  of  illiterate  captains  of  ves 
sels  on  their  return  from  South  America 
to  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  if  we 
were  not  induced  to  believe,  that  nine 
times  out  of  ten,  a little  discrimina- 
tion will  enable  the  reader  to  detect 
the  most  egregious  falsehoods.  An  ear- 
nest wish  to  endeavor  to  arrest  the  pro 
gress  of  such  false  statements,  has  deter 
mined  us  to  be  very  particular  in  what 
•wc  may  publish  respecting  the  affairs  of 
the  patriots,  whether  it  relates  to  their 
civil  or  their  military  concerns.  Toac 
eom'piish  this  desirable  object  with  as 
much  accuracy  as  possible,  and  by  a (lue 
allowance  for  the  uncertain  state  of  af- 
fairs, during  a revolution,  of  which  his- 
tory scarcely  furnishes  a parallel,  some 
pains  will  be  taken  to  get  the  best  infor 
matioh,  in  order  that  the  paper  may  not 
be  filled  with  a mass  of  contradictory  or 
flying  reports : by  this  plan  we  hope  to 
he  able  to  keep  clear,  in  some  degree,  of 
exaggeration  or  gasconade,  so  injurious 
to  the  cause  of  liberty  and  truth. 

The  last  verbal  accounts,  said  to  be 
taken  from  the  Caraccas  Gazette,  men- 
tion a battle  fought  gn  the  1 7 th  of  April, 
at  Baul,  near  St.  Carolos  ; another  re- 
port gives  the  same  date  of  an  engage- 
ment, but  says  it  was  fought  at  Rincon 
ds  los  Toros,  half  a league  from  San  Jo- 
sef de  Tcsnados.

In  tills  action  the  royalists  say,  Bo- 
livar was  all  but  taken  prisoner,  that  he 
lost  nearly  400  men  killed,  and  1 SO  pri 
sonets,  out  of  1050,  with  the  whole  of  his 
baggage,  arms  and  ammunition ! the 
royalists  omy  losing  one  officer  and  seven 
soldiers,  and  twenty-six  wounded : so 
trumpets  the  Caraccas  Gazette.  Before 
we  can  credit  this  story,  we  must  hear 
further,  especially  as  the  ,as;  details  from 
the  Patriot  head-quarters  represented 
the  Venezuelans  highly  successtul. 
Murillo’s  account,  published  in  the  same 
Gazette,  some  time  back,  of  having  kil- 
led M‘Gregor,  and  / tickled  his  body  for 
traiis|5ortatioii,to  Caraccas, (who  alive  and 
in  perfect  health  made  his  appearance  in 
this  city  six  months  afterwards)  is  not 
forgotten.  He  deals  largely  in  the  mar- 
vellous: Falstaff’s  “men  in  buckram” 
are  nothing  to  him. 

In  the  affair  of  the  17th  April,  as  relat- 
ed by  the  royalists,  a bold  attempt  was 
evidently  made  by  them  to  assassinate 
Bolivar:  the  murderers  missed  their  vic- 
tim, and  sacrificed  his  venerable  priest, 
Prado.  Hear  the  bulletin  of  the  royal 
banditti,  in  their  own  words,  addressed 
to  Morillo : 

“ When  wc  arrived  near  his  (Bolivar's)  en- 
campment, we  made  prisoner  of  a servant  of  i 
liis,  who,  informing  us  where  his  master  lay 
sleeping,  the  colonel  ilon  Kafacl  Lopez  'or- 
dered that  the  chief  of  tile  start-,  Don  Thomas 
Hcnavales  should  proceed  with  a party  of  in- 
far  to  surprise  (that  Is,  to  murder)  him; 
b ■ after  having  penetrated  with  the  greatest 
s .recy  through  the  enemy’s  encampment; 
an  approaching  the  spot  where  Bolivar  lay 
ad  ep,  he  encountered  their  chief  of  the  staff; ! 
b.’  fearful  of  the  success  of  the  stratagem,  he ' 
tnrew  himself  towards  the  spot  where  the  pre- 
ti ruled  supreme  commander  lay.  He,  rising 


he  filled  with  terror  and  gloom  the  Cap- 
ital of  Cundinamarea,  where,  for  a time, 
nought  but  the  expiring  groans  of  her 
patriot  sons  were  heard  to  rend  the  air, 
victims  to  the  rapacity  and  hostile  incle- 
mency of  a despot’s  supreme  will. 

“ Columbia  of  the  South  : rejoice  at 
the  fall  of  the  Spanish  Cory/ihoeus,  and 
the  last  hope  of  Ferdinand  the  7th,  in 
this  part  of  South  America. 

“Ves,  the  companion  of  Wellington 
droops  his  head,  and  Venezuela’s  plains 
receive  the  remains  of  many  a Spanish  j 
Chicftan,  the  eternal  monuments  of  her 
fidelity  and  perseverance  for  the  support 
of  her  singular  dignity  and  felicity,  her!

after  having  ' :a- 


tuvcly  examined,  in  concert  with  ms  ma- 
jesty the  king  of  France,  the  respective 
situation  of  affairs, and  toe  progress  which 
the  rc-cstabiishment  of  order  and- tran- 
quillity has  made  in  France, shall  be  unan- 
imously convinced  that  the  grounds 
which  determined  them  to  this  measure 
no  longer  exist.’  It  clearly  results  from 
this  article,  tnat  the  question,  w hetfier 
the  military  occupation  of  France  shall 
cease  at  the  endot  1818,  or  be  prolong- 
ed two  years  further,  must  be  decided  in 
the  approaching  autumn.  This  ques- 
tion, of  so  great  importance  to  ttie  tran- 
quillity and  welfare  of  Europe,  requires 
a mature  examination,  and,  consequent- 
ly, demands  a diplomatic  meeting,  of 
the  cabinets  to  which  the  decision  accor- 
ding to  the  treaty  belongs.  Tlie  object 
of  this  meeting,  therefor.;,  is  no  secret, 
however  rash  it  would  be  to  predict  the 
result;  for,  as  it  must  be  Hist  decided 
in  tout  meeting,  whether  circumstances 
are  such  as  to  warrant  tht  withdrawing 
of  the  army  of  occupation, or  to  require 
its  continuance,  it  would  not  be  possible

“ Otvr  iMiiortuiutc'ian.i,  since -you  ielt 
it,  exhibits  nothing  but  a scene  of  rear 
horror — you  left  us  in  June,  and  ever 
since,  wc  see  scarcely  a dav  pass  without 
one  tiling  worse  than  another,  sufficient 
to  harrow  the  soul  of  the  most  Hardened. 
Oil ! my  dear  brother,  picture  to  your- 
self thc  distracted  minds  we  are  aim  obiig 
ed  patiently  to  endure;  nothing  iic-n. 
but  examples  of  the  niost  dreadful  na 
ture;  our  streets  streaming  with  the 
blood  of  our  fellow  creatures,  whilst  then 
flesh  is  rent  aspndcr  by  the  torturing 
lash  of  the  unnileming  hangman ; inia 
what  a terrific  scene,  tw 


oral,  market  tlavs,  art-  c;:l  r.nu  slashed 
through  our  streets.  Oh  ! cruelty,  where 
will  your  torments  end?  But  even  these 
dreadful  proceedings  area  mere  nothing, 
when  compared  to  the  following  which  1 
have  witnessed.  Many  executions  here 
Within  these  six  months — our  country 
nas  become  a scene  of  scarecrows,  and 
death  pictured  almost  in  every  road  in 
our  neighhpr'iood.  One  unfortunate  man 
fella  victim  to  the  sentence  of  the  law,  a 
few  weeks  after  you  left  this,  and  is  gib-! 
beted  in  chains,  a few  miles  from  town  ; 
tiie  people  were  all  in  great  consterna- 
tion at  so  dreadful  a sight,  but,  alas!  in 
place  of  decreasing  these  dreadful  exhi- 
bitions, ten  mere  were  put  to  death,  (who 
declared  their  innocence  on  the  scaffold, 
of  tiie  crime  aileged  to  them)  and  ail  o! 
whom  were  gibetted  in  different  pafrts 
throughout  our  country;  and  further, 
while  I am  now  penning  these  lines,  six 
'more  arc  at  this  moment  suffering  the 
same  fate,  almost  at  our  doors;  twelve 
remain  at  present  hanging  in  chains;' 
several  others  were  burned  with  lime,  in 
the  gaol  yard.  The  police  still  bold  the 
iron  hand  of  power  over  us;  several  oi 
our  townsmen,  of  middling  circumstan- 
ces, have,' for  only  being  out  after  9 o'- 
clock, the  prescribed  hour,  fallen  victims 
to  thc  sentence  of  transportation;  they  arc 
all  gone,  thirty-seven  in  number,  leaving 
their  families,  Sac.  at  the  mercy  of  the 
torturing  lash.  Character,  in  this  coun- 
try, is  not  of  thc  smallest  use,  particular- 
ly to  those  who  profess  the  Catholic  re- 
ligion, when  they  arc  so  unfortunate  as  to 
fall  into  the  hands  oi  the  oppressors.  I; 
is  only  a few  nights  previous  to  this,  that 
ten  of  our  most  respectable  inhabitants 
were  daagged  from  their  peaceable  sit- 
ting at  9 o’clock,  and  thrown  into  the 
cold  confines  of  a black  hole,  and  obliged 
to  remain  there  until  late  the  follow- 
ing day,  when  they  were  escorted,  like 
felons,  by  the  police,  through  the  streets, 
to  the  magistrate,  to  give  bail,  individu- 
ally, to  keep  the  peace.  In  a word,  we 
are  thc  most  enslaved  and  degraded  peo- 
ple in  the  universe — tortured,  oppressed, 
and  insulted  hourly,  by  the  vile  miscre- 
ants who  are  well  ponsioued  at  our  ex- 
pense.”

He  was  uorn  in  ,..e  district  oi  country 
called  thc  Missiones,  formerly  subject 
to  ti  e government  ot  Buenos  Ayres, and 
is  now  about  forty-five  years  ol  age,  nis 
countenance  commanding,  his  person 
go-.d,  and  his  approacn  easy,  unassuming 
and  affable.  He  was  educated  at  Mad- 
rid, in  tne  first  military  school  of  the 
kingdom,  aiterwards  joined  tne  army, 
and  remained  in  service  throughout  the 
wnole  ol  thc  war  of  thc  peninsula,  al- 
ways distinguished  for  nis  gallantry,  but 
particularly  so  at  the  battle  ot  Aibuvera, 
at  wnich  lie  had  the  rank  ol  colonel. — 

1 nc  course  pursued  by  , erdinand,  upon 
nis  return  to  Spain,  was  so  hostile  to  those 
who  had  distinguished  themselves  in  bis 
service,  so  repugnant  to  those  rsgnts  for 
which  he  had  contended,  that  he  resigned 
in  disgust, and  returned  to  his  native  coun- 
try,and  as  soon  as  its  emancipation  was  ef- 
fected, suggested  the.idea  of  crossing  thc 
Cordilleras,  exahusted  iris  individual  cre- 
dit to  obtain  funds,  and  by  nis  increasing 
efforts,  raised,  embodied,  and  uisciplined 
an  army  of  .3,000  men,  with  which  he 
crossed  tiie  stupendous  Andes,  aud  after 
i limbering  mountains  find  descending 
precipices  over  an  extent  of  country  ex^ 
cecdlng  140  leagues,  arrived  in  the  plain 
of  Cl.acabuco,  near  it.  Jago,  before  tne 
enemy  had  ant  intimation  oi  bis  approach 
He  was  there  met  by  an  army  ot  more 
tfiaii  double  his  number,  and  with  his 
'apart an  band  he  there  decided  the  fate 
at  Chili. 

The  passage  across  the  Andes  is,  at 
all  times,  i.iingerous ; '.here  are  passed 


of  many  thousand  fcetoi  elevation  so  nor 
row  that  mules  laden  cannot  pass  eacii 
other.  The  rente  taken  by  him  was 
through  an  unfrequented  path,  longer, 
and  of  more  difficult  access,  than  the 
one  usually  travelled,  and  tiie  fatigues 
endured,  so  great,  that  he  lost  12,000 
mules,  two-thirds  of  the  number  with 
which  he  commenced  ids  march.  Thc 
passage  of  the  Alps,  so  celebrated  in  an- 
cient and  modern  days,  offers  nothing  in 
comparison.  The  African  and  the  Cor- 
sican were  respectively  supported  by 
powerful  armies,  and  tiie  resources  of  a 
great  nation  ; this  man  created  his  own 
army,  and  relied  upon  the  resources  of 
his  genius  to  surmount  obstacles  that 
would  have  appalled  an  Alexander.  The 
former  could  consult  seasons,  and  were 
prepared  to  surmount  thc  difficulties 
they  had  to  encounter  ; thc  latter  explor- 
ed regions  elevated  beyond  a change  of 
climate,  and  passed  through  defiles  in 
which  he  was  at.  any  moment  liable  to 
destruction  cither  from  the  elements,  or 
thc  more  unrelenting  enemy.

A PROCLAMATION.  . 

Whereas,  an  arrangement  Was  niter* 
ed  into  at  U.e  City  ol  Washington,1  in  the 
month  of  April,  in  the  year  ol  our  Lord 
one  thousand  cignt  hundred  and  seven- 
teen, between  Richard  Rush,  Esquire, 
at  that' time  acting  as  Secretary  for  tiie 
Department  ol  State  ol  tne  United  States, 
tor  anti  in  behalf  ol  the  government  of 
the  United  States:  and  tne  Rignt  Hon- 
orable Charles  Bagot,  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty's Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary,  for  and  in  beiiail  of 
his  Britannic  Majesty,  which  arrange- 
ment is  in  the  words  following,  to  wit: 

“The  naval  forep  to  he  maintained  up- 
« on  thc  American  Lakes,  by  nis  Majesty 
“and  the  Government  of  thc  United 
“ States,  shall  henceforth  be  confined  to 
“the  following  vessels  on. each  sido^. 

<l  that  is — 

“ On  Lake  Ontario,  to  one  vessel  not 
“exceeding  one  hundred  tons  burthen, 
“ and  armed  with  one  eighteen  pound 
“ cannon. 

“ On  thc  Upper  Lakes,  to  two  vessels 
“ not  exceeding  like  burthen  cacn,  and 
“ armed  with  like  force. 

“ On  the  waters  of  Lake  Champlain, 
“ to  one  vessel  not  exceeding  like  bur- 
“tiien,  and  armed  witn  like  force. 

“ All  other  armed  vessels'  on  these 
“ Lakes  shall  be  forthwith  dismantled, 
“and  no  other  vessels  of  war  shali  be 
“ there  buiff  or  armed. 

“ If  either  party  snould  be  hereafter 
“desirous  of  annulling  this  stipulation, 
“ and  should  give  notice  to  that  Ml'cet  to 
“ the  otherparty,itsiiailcease  to  be  bind- 
“ ing  after  tne  expiration  of  six  months 
“ from  the  date  ot  such  notice. 

“ The  naval  force  so  to  be  limited 
“ shall  be  restricted  to  such  services  as 
“ will-,  in  no  respect,  interleie  with  tnc 
“ proper  duties  of  the  armed  vessels  of 
“ the  other  party.” 

And  whereas,  thc  Senate  of  the  Unit* 
ed  States  have  approved  ot  tnc  said  Ar- 
rangement, and  recommended  that  it 
should  be  carried  into  effect;  the  same 
having  also  received  the  sanction  o.  is 
Royal  Highness  the  Prince  Regent,  act- 
ing in  the  name  and  on  tne  behalf  of  ilis 
Britannic  Majesty  : . 

Now,  tberelore,  I,  James  Monhoe, 
President  oi  the  United  States,  do,  by 
this  my  Proclamation,  make  kn  wn  nd 
declare  that  the  Arrangement  afores  id, 
and  every  stipulation  'thereof,  has  been 
duly  entered  into,  concluded,  a.,d  con- 
firmed, and  is  of  full  force  and  effect. 
Given  under  my  hand,  at  tne  city  of 
Was  ington,  this  twenty-eiguth  nay 
ol  April,  in  tne  year  of  our  L.nd 
one  thousand  eignt  hundred  a.,d 
eighteen,  and  of  ti,e  lndepemh  .ee 
of  the  United  States  me  forty-se- 
cond.

ON  EDUCATION. 

None  who  have  for  a moment  reflect- 
ed upon  the  subject,  but  will  acknowl- 
edge the  great  importance  of  education. 
The  subject  has  been  discussed  by  the 
ablest  pens,  and  whether  wc  refer  to  the 
pages  of  the  philosopher  or  the  historian, 
to  the  experience  and  observation  of 
mankind,  or  the  principles  of  the  human 
constitution,  we  must  be  satisfied  with 
the  truth  of  Lord  Bacon’s  maxim,  that 
“Knowledge  is  power  j”  and  that  tne 
true  dignity  and  glory  of  man,  consist  in 
a \ iituous  education,  or  in  the  proper 
cultivation  of  his  active  and  intellectual 
powers.  From  its  inseparable  connec- 
tion u ith  thc  virtue,  liberty  and  happiness 
ot  individuals  and  society,  it  demands  the 
first  attention  of  all  persons  who  feel  an 
interest  in  the  peace,  order,  happiness 
anti  liberty  of  mankind. 

1 he  history  ot  all  nations  proves,  that 
knowledge,  virtue,  liberty  and  happiness 
are  intimately  connected.  Refer  to  the 
historian’s  page  ; there  wc  behold  liberty 
in  her  retreat,  lrom  east  to  west,  with 
philosophy,  eloquence,  glory  and  human 
Happiness  in  her  retinue. 

Luxury,  faction,  ambition,  and  the  ig- 
norance of  the  t leofile , drove  liberty  from 
U. recce  and  Rome,  where  she  had  raised 
imperishable  monuments.  She  for  a 
short  time  planted  her  banners  on  the 
Alps,  resided  with  the  virtuous  inhabi- 
[tarns  of  Switzerland,  looked  down 


her  ancient  scats  ol  empire,  and  tnoun 
thc  fallen  greatness  oi  Greece  and  Roi 
and-the  degradation  of  the  old  contim 
groaning  under  the  iron  sceptre  of  d 
pet  ism.  She  sought  looting  on,  and  t< 
a partial  hold  in  tne  soil  of  Britain  ; 
religious  persecution  drove  her  tlier 
and  she.  found  her  last  asylum  in 
woods i ol  America.  Here  wc  trust 
lias  laid  thc  foundation  of  an  empire 


raLle  as  the  Ancle?,  and  extensive  as  this 
vast  continent 

The  great  work  is  still  progressing, 
liberty  advances  with  the  progress  of 
education — “ our  brethren  of  the  south 
borrow  light  from  a proximate  constella- 
tion;” and  justin  / iroportion  to  the  know- 
ledge and  virtue  of  the  people,  will  be  the 
permanence  of  liberty  in  North,  and  its 
progress  in  South  America.  Free  gov- 
ernment to  be  permanent  must  be  based 
on  virtue,  and  supported  by  a distribution 
of  knowledge  among  the  people. 

Education  then  is  a subject  which 
“ comes  home  to  the  business  and  bosoms 
of  mankind,”  in  every  country,  but  par- 
ticularly in  a free  country,  where  the 
people  are  the  makers  and  explainers  of 
their  own  laws,  and  the  guardians  of  their 
rights  ; and  where  it  is  their  sacred  duty 
to  be  ever  watchful  of  the  arts  and  de- 
signs of  ambition.  The  man,  therefore, 
whose  endeavours  are  employed  in  the 
establishment  of  schools,  in  every  part  of 
our  country,  for  the  education  of  all 
classes  of  the  rising  generation,  must  be 
a much  more  useful  member  of  society, 
and  a greater  friend  to  liberty  and  to  man, 
than  the  selfish  mercenary,  whose  time  is 
employed  in.  the  pursuit  and  accumula- 
tion of  wealth,  without  any  regard  to  the 
best  interests  of  his  fellow  men. 

Even  in  Europe,  where  it  is  consider- 
ed by  many  to  be  the  best  policy  of  kings 
to  keep  their  subjects  in  ignorance,  we 
behold  one  monarch  making  the  educa- 
tion of  his  subjects  an  object  of  the  first 
importance. 

In  a review  of  “ a sketch  of  the  power 
of  Russia,  in  the  Analectic  Magazine  for 
1818,”  we  find  the  following  remarks — 
“ Alexander,  by  the  expansion  of  order, 
art  and  improved  government,  in  short, 
by  the  establishment  of  schools,  and  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  among  his  sub- 
jects, has  regenerated  his  vast  empire. 
Schools  for  all,  upon  thf.  plan  of  Hell 
anp  Lancaster,  have  been  sanctioned 
and  promoted  In  every  province.” 

The  subject  of  Lancasterian  Schools 
has  likewise  been  pressed  upon  the  con- 
sideration of  the  legislature  of  the  state 
of  New-York,  by  its  liberal  and  enlight- 
ened governor,  in  a state  paper,  which, 
for  its  liberal,  expanded,  profound  aiid  pa- 
triotic views,  has  few  parallels. 

The  foregoing  brief  remarks  lead  to 
the  subject  of  the 

LANCASTERIAN  SYSTEM  OF  EDU- 
CATION. 

To  this  valuable  system  of  education 
we  call  the  serious  attention  of  our  fellow 
citizens,  from  the  conviction  of  its  great 
efficacy  in  facilitating  the  instruction  of 
children  in  the  first  branches  of  learning, 
and  its  economy  in  money,  time  and  labor. 

The  advantages  which  followed  its  in- 
troduction into  this  place,  are  well  known 
to  those  intelligent  persons  who  have 
marked  its  progress.  We  are  happy  to 
tinderstand,  that  it  has  received  improve- 
ments from  Mr.  Dawson,  lately  from 
Europe,  whose  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  system  in  its  most  improved  state, 
gives  him  advantages  superior  to  any  in 
the  Western  Country,  if  not  in  America. 

During  the  short  time  which  the  school 
has  been  under  Mr.  Dawson’s  direc- 
tion, the  improvements  and  arrangements 
which  he  has  introduced,  have  been  pro 
ductive  of  the  most  important  advanta- 
ges. He  had  previously  been  employed 
hy  the  trustees  of  the  seminary  at  Cin- 
cinnati, to  re-organize  their  Lancasterian 
school,  which,  for  want  of  a properly 
qualified  teacher,  became  suspended.  He 
regenerated  the  institution,  it  is  now  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  and  the  favourable 
testimonials  of  the  enlightened  board  of 
that  institution,  speak  of  his  capacity  in 
the  highest  terms;  that  he  fulfilled  his 
engagements  with  them  to  their  perfect 
satisfaction,  and  that  he  possesses  “ an  in- 
timate and  extensive  knowledge  of  the 
Lancasterian  system,  with  a happy  faci- 
lity of  reducing  it  to  practice.” 

Since  in  this  country,  Mr.  Dawson  lias 
been  occasionally  employed,  at  different 
times  and  places,  in  delivering  lectures 
on  the  Lancasterian  system  ; and  we  be- 
lieve that  his  lecture  delivered  before  the 
legislature  at  Frankfort  last  session,  gave 
general  satisfaction,  and  impressed  his 
auditors  with  a conviction  of  its  utility. 

His  lecture  in  Cincinnati  appears  to 
have  made  the  same  favourable  impres. 
sions,  as  appears  from  copious  reviews  of 
it  in  the  papers  of  that  place.  • 

Before  closing  these  observations,  wc 
think  it  is  but  justice  to  notice  that  spirit 
of  liberality  which  has  characterized  the 
conduct  of  Mr.  Aldridge,  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  his  seminary,  at  an  expense 
which  would  have  deterred  most  indivi- 
duals. The  late  improvements,  like- 
wise, have  been  expensive,  and  more  with 
a view  to  tfic  advancement  of  his  pu- 
pils, than  emolument.  The  Lancasterian 
School  in  Lexington,  is  the  oniy  one  wc 
have  heard  of,  established  by  an  individu- 
al. We  believe,  too,  that  it  will  eventu- 
ate to  the  advantage  of  its  enterprizing 
proprietor,  because  the  superior  advan- 
tages of  the  system  must  procure  it  the 
support  and  patronage  of  a liberal  and 
enlightened  people. 


In  Nova  Scotia,  a project  is  on  Toot  to 
petition  his  Bratannic  majesty’s  minis- 
ters to  permit  Halifax  to  he  a free  port. 
Erom  the  British  system  of  colonial  pol- 
icy it  cannot  be  readily  granted,  not- 
withstanding the  ardent  anticipations  of 
the  province.  The  principal  objection 
would  naturally  be,  the  remonstrance  ol 
the  other  colonies  against  such  a mark- 
ed partiality.

Wc  can  hardly  credit  the  statement, 
that  Stephen  Cullen  Carpenter  has  re- 
ceived from  our  government  an  appoint- 
ment in  the  ordnance  department.  This 
notorious  English  subject  and  tory  was, 
as  is  believed,  sent  over  to  this  country 
some  years  ago  by  the  English  cabinet, 
to  traduce  our  government,  and  to  villi- 
fy  and  bring  into  disrepute  tiie  republi- 
can principles  of  our  constitution.

In  all  ttiesc  journals,  he  was 
true  and  faithful  to  tne  supposed  object 
of  his  mission  ; he  calumniated  all  our 
republican  statesmen  ; lie  ridiculed  and 
abused  the  democratic  features  of  our 
government,  and  spoke  of  thg  people-  as 
a mobocracy.  To  the  interests  of  Eng- 
land he  was  most  actively  devoted  ; her 
aggressions  upon  our  commerce,  and 
our  maritime  rights,  he  justified  with  a 
zeal  undissembled,  and  an  ability  worthy 
of  a better  cause.

incurred  the  imputation  of  speaking 
without  sufficient  preparation  and  ar- 
rangement, lie  has  rctrievcc'i  liis  .charac- 
ter in  this  masterly  effort  of  popular 
eloquence.  We  pronounce  it  without 
reserve,  as  one  of  the  proudest  displays 
of  oratory,  that  have  ever  buist  from  the- 
halls  of  Congress.  The  arrangement  is 
plain  and  obvious  ; the  style  smooth, 
flowing  and  eloquent,  breathing  the  pas- 
sions of  a great  soul,  that  can  not  only 
feel  but  communicate  its  deep-toned 
sympathies  to  others,  bv  a magic  that 
even  stupidity  and  prejudice  cannot  set 
at  defiance.  But  there  is  another  fea- 
ture of  Mr.  Clay’s  speech,  more  deserv- 
ing of  panegyric  than  the  arrangement 
or  the  diction — wc  mean  the  vast  flood 
of  intelligence  which  it  pours  forth. — 
Among  all  the  letters,  pamphlets,  mani- 
festoes, and  books  which  have  been  pub- 
lished on  South  American  affairs  for  the 
last  five  years,  we  have  no  where  seen 
such  a solid  and  invaluable  mass  of  infor- 
mation, as  Mr.  Clay  has  presented  in 
i is  speech.  After  censuring  the  trim- 
ming policy  of  the  administration  in  rela- 
tion to  the  aggressions  of  old  Spain,  for 
the  last  thirteen  years,  Mr.  Clay  en- 
ters upon  his  main  subject.  The  prodi- 
gious extent,  the  grand  national  features 
and  the  astonishing  physical  rrscou rr.es 
of  Spanish  America,  are  pointed  out. — • 
The  sanguinary  entrance  of  old  Spain, 
and  her  colonial  oppression  for  three 
hundred  years,  are  exposed  at  a single 
glance.  The  crjfing  justice  of  the  Pa- 
triot cause,  when  even  adjudged  by  tin 
laws  of  nations  and  rules  of  political 
right,  and  their  intellectual  and  moral 
capacity  for  self  government,  are  tri- 
umphantly vindicated.  The  advantages 
which  would  tcsult  to  the  United  States, 
in  case  of  their  emancipation,  and  our 
moral  obligations  to  acknowledge  their 
independence,  in  -conformity  to  our  u- 
niform  policy  with  other  nations,  are 
pointed  out  and  enforced,  by  arguments 
conclusive  and  unanswerable.  Mr.Clay 
shews  in  a most  convincing  manner,  that 
neither  a war  with  Spain  nor  any  other 
European  power,  would  result  from  our 
recognition  of  the  independence  of  the 
new  republics.  And  lie  concludes,  by  en- 
forcing the  necessity  of  sending  them  a 
minister,  even  upon  the  ground  of  a strict 
neutrality,  if  we  keep  a minister  at  the 
court  of  Ferdinand  “ the  adorable,”  of 
permit  his  to  remain  here.  This  is  but 
an  imperfect  outline  of  this  great  and 
eloquent  speech,  that  reflects  honor  anti 
lustre  upon  the  character  of  the  Ameri- 
can senate.  We  earnestly  recommend 
it  to  the  attention  of  the'American  Peo- 
ple. We  recommend  it  for  its  ardent 
sentiments  in  favor  of  the  liberties  of 
mankind;  for  its  literary,  moral,  politi- 
cal, geographical,  and  statistical  infor- 
mation. Perhaps  the  speeches  of  no 
orator,  excepting  those  of  Burke  on  the 
affairs  of  India,  present  so  a great  varie- 
ty of  useful  and  rare  information. 

One  word  at  parting  with  Mr.  Clay. 
When  we  see  the  br.se  manner  in  whir, 
certain  men  on  the  floor  of  Congress, 
and  certain  papers  at  the  South,  attack 
this  great  republican  statesman,  who  de- 
serves the  tnanks  and  the  applause  of 
every  map  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  for 
his  vindication  of  the  patriot  cause ; we 
cannot  but  reject  the  political  meanness 
which  stimulates  to  such  disgraceful  as- 
saults. Must  every  patriot  who  dares  to 
differ  from  men  in  power,  who  dares  to 
question  their  policy,  and  deride  tueir 
short-sighted  views,  be  hunted  down  by 
those  who  envy  his  integrity  and  talents, 
because  they  cannot  reach  the  elevated 
standard  by  which  they  arc  measured  ? — 
Mr.  Clay  stands  on  a height  which  they 
cannot  approach  ; he  is  surrounded  bn  a 
portion  of  the  American  people  who  know 
their  rights  and  will  stand  forth  in  their 
vindication.  .
